"To constitute a prize fight 'there 
must be expectations of rewarel to 
lie gained by the contest or compe- 
tition and there must foe an intent 
to inflict some degree 
of 
bodily 


harm on the contestant. 


The term "Prize Fight" has no 


technical legal meaning, but it 
is 


used in its common significance 
to 


take a fight in a public place for a 
prize reward. 


"Such a fight i|s propose;! would 


break every prohibition of the law.'.' 
White declared. It' would bo next to 
impossible to sponsor such a fight."
